Computer-based  Data  Processing  in  Libraries 

This  course  will  be  an  introduction  to  the  computer 
and  computer  programming:  merging  the  workflow  of 
people  and  machines  to  perform  library  tasks.  There 
will  be  an  analysis  of  general  principles  for  applying 
computer  processing  In  acquisitions,  cataloguing, 
serials  control,  circulation,  and  for  utilizing  machine- 
readable  data  bases.  Students  interested  In  running  a 
computer  programme  will  have  access  to  the  University 
of  Toronto  Computer  Centre.

Discovery:  The  Psychology  of  Communication  in 
Administration 

This  institute  will  attempt  to  discover  for  Its  members 
the  nature  of  communication  in  an  organization.  The 
Institute  will  initiate  such  discovery  in  three  stages: 
discovery  of  the  self:  discovery  of  the  group:  and 
discovery  of  the  organization.  It  is  the  premise  of  the 
presentation  that  we  cannot  understand  the  psychology 
of  group  dynamics,  much  less  of  organizational 
behaviour,  unless  we  first  know  something  about  the 
psychology  of  the  individual,  and  in  this  sense  the 
institute  will  have  universal  application  to  organiza- 
tional development.  The  examples  used,  however,  will 
relate  specifically  to  libraries  and  librarians. 

The  institute  will  occupy  parts  of  three  consecutive 
days.  On  the  Thursday  evening  a presentation  with 
film  will  initiate  discussion  on  the  Maslovlan  theory 
of  individual  motivation,  with  references  to  Herzberg 
and  to  research  into  the  personality  of  the  librarian. 


On  Friday  presentations  with  experiments  and  films 
will  discover  the  elements  of  group  dynamics.  On 
Saturday  presentations  and  experiments  will  concen- 
trate upon  the  implications  of  communication  research 
for  organizational  development,  with  particular 
reference  to  library  structure.

Audio-visual  Materials  and  the  Library 

The  focus  of  this  institute  will  be  on  the  selection, 
evaluation  and  utilization  of  audio-visual  media  of 
communication  from  the  point  of  view  of  their  useful- 
ness in  library  collections.  Participants  will  view 
and  discuss  16  mm  films,  and  in  laboratory  situations 
view  and  evaluate  collections  of  filmstrips,  tapes, 
cassettes,  and  media  kits.  Microforms  and  equipment 
will  be  discussed,  and  participants  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  use  equipment  owned  by  the  Faculty  of 
Library  Science.
